PLEUItO-PNEUMONIA. 

The Contusions Diseases (Animals) (Pleuro-Pneumonia)' Act, 1890, transferring the 
powers of slaughter and payment of Compensation in connection with Pleuro- 
pneumonia from the Local Authorities to the Board of Agriculture in Great Britain 
and the Lord Lieutenant and Privy Council in Ireland came into force on 1st 
September, 1 800 . 

From that date to the close of December, 1891, the number of cattle slaughtered 
under tlic Pleuro-Pneumonia Act iu Ireland was 4,874. £64,597 10s. was paid as com- 
pensation to the owners, and the salvage on the carcases amounted to £32,354 16s. 2 cl. 

More detailed particulars as to the working of the Act for the four months ended 
December, 1S90, and for the twelve months ended December, 1S91, are given in the 
following table : —

For corresponding particulars for the first year of the operation of the Act. viz., 
from 1st September, 1890, to 81st August,. 1891, inclusive, ride the returns given 
at pages 74 and 81. 

Pleuro-Pneumonia in Ireland, while appearing occasionally in Country Districts, 
has in the main been confined to Dublin and the surrounding neighbourhood. 

Early in 1898 it was decided that all cattle in contact with those affected with the 
disease should be slaughtered, and accordingly an Order in Council was passed 
providing for such slaughter by tlic Local Authorities with payment of com- 
pensation out of Local Funds. 

In consequence, however, of the failure of some of the Local Authorities to carry 
out this Order the work was in such cases undertaken by the Veterinary Department. 

The formal transfer of powers under the Pleuro-Pneumonia Act did not, therefore, 
in Ireland involve any very marked departure from tlic procedure previously 
established iu connection with Pleuro-Pneumonia, and consequently no material 
diminution in the prevalence of the disease was likely to follow immediately from the 
operation of the Act. 

The uumber of outbreaks reported in the year 1891, though considerably lower 
than iu the year 188S (when the policy of slaughtering cattle in contact with 
diseased cattle was first generally adopted),” or in any previous year, is larger than the 
number for either of the two succeeding years.

There is good ground for believing that the actual extent to which the disease exists 
among cattle is being reduced, as it is found that the percentage of cases of Pleuro- 
Pneumonia discovered by post-mortem examination of the lungs of the cattle 
slaughtered as being in contact with affected cattle has greatly diminished. Vide the

There is reason to believe also that the increase in tho number of outbreaks 
reported arises from a greater willingness on the part of owners to notify the existence 
of the disease, when observed, than formerly, and also from the more perfect arrange- 
ments now in force for the regular inspection of all cattle in the Dublin District by 
Inspectors of the Veterinary Department. The additional powers of expenditure 
conferred by the Act of 1890 have enabled this system of inspection, whicli has been 
in operation for some years, to be extended and made more complete. 

During 1891, Pleuro-Pneumonia was very prevalent in the summer months among 
the Dublin dairy cattle moved out to grazing districts within an area of about ten 
miles around the metropolis. 

Further restrictions have, therefore, been imposed on Dublin cattle by a recent 
Order entitled “ The Dublin Scheduled Districts Order of 1892,” which, among other 
provisions, prohibits the movement of these cattle from the Scheduled Districts except 
for slaughter, and also prevents their movement at any time within the Scheduled 
Districts except with a licence. It further provides for the special marking of the 
cattle in these districts, and regulates the movement and disposal of carcases, so 
that in future it will be possible to exercise a much more continuous and satisfactory 
supervision over the cattle in Dublin than was the case before the passing of tliis 
Order, which is given in full at pages 67 to 71. 

The Order will also, it is hoped, prevent the surreptitious movement of Dublin 
cattle to country districts, which, it is apprehended, has been in nearly all cases the 
originating cause of the outbreaks occurring in other counties. 
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Special reference may be desirable to an outbreak of Pleuro-Pneumonia which 
occurred in April, 1891, the affected animal being a Jersey cow that shortly before had 
been exhibited at the Spring Show of the Royal Dublin Society. This animal had 
come over with others from Southampton for exhibition, but when permission for its 
importation was given it was understood that Southampton, and the locality for a 
considerable distance round, was quite free from Pleuro-Pneumonia. Enquiries made 
in consequence of this outbreak showed, however, that the disease had existed on the 
premises of a dealer in that town for some time, and had been concealed from the 
authorities. Its discovery in this way led to the detection by the Board of Agriculture 
of many centres of Pleuro-pneumonia in Great Britain, and to the slaughter of 738 
cattle. In Ireland this outbreak necessitated the slaughter of 45 cattle on°17 different 
places. 


FOOT-AND-MOUTH DISEASE. 

No case of this disease lias occurred in Ireland since the year 1884, but as it has 
re-appeared in Great Britain since the commencement of the present year, the 
precautionary measures, formerly in operation against its introduction into Ireland, 
have again been put in force. 

All importations of animals into this country from Great Britain have for the present 
been suspended under the powers conferred by the Importation of Animals (Ireland) 
Order, 1886, which prohibits such importations except with the Lord Lieutenant’s 
consent, and all drovers and persons who have been in contact with animals in Great 
Britain, or on board-ship in transit between the two countries, are disinfected 
immediately on landing by officers of the Veterinary Department. 

The shipping companies have been warned against embarking any animal at a British 
Port for Ireland without authority, and have been urged also to pay particular attention 
to the cleansing and disinfection of every vessel engaged in the Cross-Channel traffic in 
animals. 

The attention of the local authorities in Ireland has further been directed to the 
matter. The procedure which should be observed in case the disease should appear 
in any of their districts has been duly pointed out to them • and they have also been 
requested to distribute among farmers, stock owners, and others interested, a state- 
ment prepared by the Board of Agriculture in England setting forth the symptoms by 
which the disease can be recognized, and the precautions which should lie taken to 
prevent its spread. 


SWINE FEVER. 

As compared with the year 1890, there was a decrease of 87 in the number of out- 
breaks of swine fever reported during the year, and of 144 in the number of swine 
attacked.

ANTHRAX. 

Twenty-nine outbreaks of this disease were reported during the year, as compared 
with seventeen in the previous year, twenty-one in 1889, and twenty-five in 1888. 


EXPORTS OF ANIMALS. 

The Export Returns (vide page 93) show that a greater number of animals were 
exported to Great Britain during the year 1891, than in any of the 13 preceding years. 
As compared with the year 1890, the increase is almost entirely under the hciul of sheep, 
of which nearly a quarter of a million more were exported in 1891 than in I S90. The 
Live Stock Returns of the Registrar General would appear to show that the breeding of 
sheep is on the increase in Ireland, the total number in the country in 1891 showing an 
excess of nearly 400,000 over that for 1S90, and more than 900,000 over that for 1889.

Registration of Dairymen and others. 

12. — (1.) Every Local Authority shall keep a re- 
gister of persons from tirno to time carrying on in the 
district of tire Local Authority the trade of cow- 
keepers, dairymen, or purveyors of milk, and shall 
from time to time revise and correct the register. 

(2.) The Local Authority shall from time to time 
give public notice by advertisement iir a newspaper 
circulating in their district, and, if they think fit, 
by placards, handbills, or otherwise, of registration 
being required, and of the mode of registration. 

(3.) It shall not l>e lawful for any person to carry 
on in the district of any Local Authority the trade of 
cow-kooper, dairyman, or purvoyor of milk unless he 
is registered as such therein.

23. The constable to whom notice of the fact of a 
sheep being affected with sheep-pox, or with disease 
supposed to be sheep-pox, is given, under Section 
thirty-ono of the Act of 1878, shall forthwith give infor- 
mation thereof to an Inspector of the Local Authority, 
and to the Local Authority. 

Declaration of Place infected until Sheep-Pox. 

24 — (1.) Where it appears to an Inspector of a 
Local Authority that sboep-pox exists, or ln.s within 


ten days existed, in a shed, field, or other place, he 
shall forthwith make and sign a declaration thereof. 

(2.) He shall serve a notice, signed by him, of the 
declaration on the occupier of thut shed, field, or other 
place. 

(3.) Thereupon that shed, field, or other place shall 
become and bo a place infected with sheep-pox, sub- 
ject to the determination and declaration of the Local 
Authority. 

(4.) The Inspector shall, with nil practicable speed, 
inform the Local Authority and the Privy Council of 
his declaration and notice, and shall send his declaration 
and a copy of his notice to the Local Authority. 

(5.) The Local Authority shall forthwith on receipt 
of that information inquire into tho correctness of the 
Inspector's declaration, with the assistance and advice 
of a Veterinary Inspector, or of a person qualified 
according to the Act of 187S to bo such. 

(6.) If the Local Authority arc satisfied of the cor- 
rectness of the Inspector’s declaration ns regards the 
existence or past existence of disease, they shall by 
order determine and declare accordingly, and prescribe 
tho limits of the place infected with slicep-pox, and 
may, if they think fit, include within those limits any 
lands or buildings adjoining or near to the shed, field, 
or other place to which the Inspector’s declaration 
relates. 

(7.) The Local Authority may include in a place 
infected with sheep-pox any adjoining part of the 
district of another Local Authority, with the previous 
consent in writing of that Authority, but not otherwise. 

(8.) If the Local Authority are not satisfied of the 
correctness of the Inspector’s declaration as regards tho 
existence or past existence of disease, they shall by 
order determine and declare accordingly; and there- 
upon, ns from the time specified in that behalf in their 
order, the shed, field, or other place to which tho In- 
spector’s declaration relates shall cease to be a place 
infected with slieep-pox. 

(9.) The Local Authority shall forthwith report to 
the Privy Council the declaration of the Inspector, and 
tho proceedings of the Local Authority thereon. 

Place infected with Sheep-Pox. 

25. The following rules shall have effect in relation 
to a shed, field, or other place which has become a 
place infected with sheep-pox (namely): 

(I.) No sheep shall be moved alive out of a place 
infected with slieep-pox. 

(2.) A carcase of a sheep may be taken out of a 
place infected with sheep-pox as follows and not other- 
wise : 

(i.) With a certificate of an Inspector of the Local 
Authority certifying that the carcase to be taken 
out is not tho carcase of a sheep that was affected 
with sheep-pox, the carcase in that case being 
first skinned ; or

30. The constable to whom notice of the fact of a

The Local Authority may, if they think 
fit, from time to time, give public warning by placards, 
advertisement, or otherwise, of the existence of glanders 
or farcy in any stable, building, Geld, or other place, 
with or without any particular description thereof, us 
they think fit, and may continue to do so during the 
existence of tlia disease, and in case of a stable, building, 
or other like place, until the same has been cleansed 
and disinfected. 

(2.) It shall not bo lawful for any person (without 
authority or excuse) to remove or deface any such 
placard. 

Regulations of Local A uthority as lo Glanders or Farcy. 

37. A Local Authority may, from time to time, make 
regulations for the following purposes, or any of them : 
(1.) For prohibiting or regnlaiing the movement 
out of any stable, building, field, or other place 
of a horse, ass, or mule affected with glanders or 
farcy : 

(2.) For prohibiting or regulating the movement out 
of any stable, building, field, or other place in 
which glanders or farcy exists of a horse, ass, or 
mule that has been in contact with or in the same 
stable, building, field, or other place with a horse, 
ass, or mule afi'ectcd with glanders or farcy ; 
but nothing in any such regulation shall authorize move- 
ment in contravention of Article 52 or other provision 
of this Order; and a regulation under paragraph (2.) of 
this Article shall operate so long only as glanders or 
farcy exists in the judgment of the Local Authority 
in any stable, building, field, or other place to which 
the regulation refers, and, in case of a stable, building 
or other like place, until the same has been cleansed 
and disinfected. 

Slaughter in Glanders. 

38. — (1.) "Where a person having a horse, ass, or 
mule in his possession or under his charge gives notice 
to a constable tliat the horse, ass, or mule is affected 
with glanders, or a person is convicted of an offence 
against the Act of 1878 by reason of bis having failed 
to give such a notice, then, if at any time thereafter 
it appears to the Local Authority, on a special report 
of a Veterinary Inspector or Veterinary Surgeon, that 
the horse, ass, or mule is affected with glanders, and 
the horse, ass, or mule is alive at the end of fourteen 
days after the receipt by the Local Authority of that 
special report, the Local Authority may, if they think 
fit, within seven days thereafter serve on the owner 
of the horse, ass, or mule, a notice in writing requiring 
him. to slaughter it, or to permit them to slaughter it, 
Within a reasonable time specified in the notice. 

(2.) If in any case the owner fails to comply with 
the requisition of the notice of the Local Authority, 
lia shall be deemed guilty of an offence against the 
Act of 1878, unless he shows to tho satisfaction of 
the court of summary jurisdiction before which lie is 
charged that tho horse, ass, or mule is not affected 
with glanders, or that the slaughter thereof is for any 
reason unnecessary or inexpedient. 

(3.) The provisions of this Article may he put in 
force, from time to time, as often as occasion requires, 
in relation to the same horse, ass, or mule on a further 
special report as aforesaid.

Thereupon that pig-sty, shed, or other place 
shall become and be a place infected with swine-fever, 
subject to the determination and declaration of the Local 
Authority. 

(4.) The Inspector shall, with all practicable speed, 
inform the Local Authority of his declaration and 
notice, and shall send his declaration and a copy of his 
notice to the Local Authority. 

(5.) The Local Authority shall forthwith on receipt 
of that information inquire into the correctness of the 
Inspector’s declaration, with the assistance and advice 
of a Veterinary Inspector, or of a person qualified 
according to tho Act of 1878 to bo such. 

(G.) If the Local Authority are satisfied of the 
correctness of the Inspector’s declaration as regards 
the existence or past existence of disease, they shall 
by order determine and declare accordingly, and pre- 
scribe the limits of the plaee infected with swine-fever, 
and may, if they think fit, include within those limits 
any lands or buildings adjoining or near to the pig-sty, 
shed, or other place to which the Inspector’s declara- 
tion relates. 

(7.) The Local Authority may include in a place 
infected with swine-fever any adjoining part of the 
district of another Local Authority, with the previous 
consent in writing of that Authority, hut not otherwise. 

(8.) If the Local Authority are not satisfied of 
the correctness of the Inspector's declaration as regards 
the existence or past existence of disease, they shall by 
order determine and declare accordingly; and there- 
upon, as from tho time specified in that behalf in their 
order, the pig-sty, shed, or other place to which the 
Inspector’s declaration relates shall cease to be a place 
infected with swine-fever. 

(9.) The Local Authority shall forthwith report to 
the Privy Council tho declaration of the Inspector, and 
the proceedings of tho Local Authority thereon. 

Place infected with Swim- Fever. 

43. The following rules shall have effect in relation 
to a pig-sty, shod, or other place which has become 
a place infected with swine-fever (namely) : 

(1.) No swine affected with swine-fever shall be 
moved oat of a place infected with swine-fever, 
of Southampton Library Digitisation Unit 
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(2.) Swino not affected with swine-fever may be 
moved out of a place infected with swine-fever ns fol- 
lows and not otherwise : 

(a.) The swino may be moved to a slaughter-house, 
for the purpose ol lining there forthwith slaughtered, 
with a licence ol the Local Authority, on a certifi- 
cate of a Veterinary Inspector certifying tlmt the 
swine to be moved are not ntlectcd with swine- 
fever. 

(6.) The licence shall be available for twelve hours 
and no longer. 

(c.) The licence shall specify the slanghter-Iionse to 
which the swine are to be moved for slaughter, and 
they shall not be moved to nay other slaughter- 
house or place. 

(t7.) The swino so moved shall he moved to the 
specified slaughter-house under the direction and 
in charge of an Inspector or other officer of the 
Local Authority ; and ho shall enforce and super- 
intend the immediate slaughter there of the swine, 
and shall forthwith report to the Local Authority 
the fact of the slaughter there. 

(e.) If the swino arc to he moved into the district 
of another Local Authority, there shall also be 
requisite a licence of that other Local Authority 
indorsed on or referring to the first-mentioned 
licence. 

( /.) Tito swine so moved into the district of that other 
Local Authority shall bo moved to the specified 
slaughter-house under the direction and in charge 
of an Inspector or other officer of tbo Local 
Authority out of whoso district, they are moved; 
and he shall enforce mid superintend the immediate 
slaughter there of the swine, and shall forthwith 
report to both the Local Authorities the fact of 
the slaughter there. 

(3.) A carcase of a pig may he token out oi a place 
infected with swine- fever ns follows and not other- 
wise : 

(i.) With a certificate of an Inspector of the Local 
Authority certifying that the carcase to be taken 
out is not the carcase of a pig that was affected 
with swine-fever; or 

(ii.) With u licence of an Inspector of the Local 
Authority permitting the carcase to be taken out 
for the purpose of being buried or destroyed ; in 
which latter case the following regulations shall 
apply: 

(a.) The licence shall be available for twelve hours, 
and no longer. 

(6.) The licence shall specify the place to which the 
carcase is to be taken for burial or destruction, 
and it shall not be taken to any other place. 

(c.) The carcase shall betaken to the place specified 
in tlieliuonco under the direction and in charge of 
an I nspector or other officer of the Local Authority; 
and lie shall enforce and superintend the immediate 
burial or destruction there of the carcase, and shall 
forthwith report to the Local Authority the fact of 
the burial or destruction there. 

(d.) If tbo carcase is to bo takeu into the district 
of another Jjocnl Authority, there shall also be 
requisite a licence of that other Local Authority ; 
indorsed on or referring to the first-mentioned 
licence. 

( e .) The carcase so taken into the district of that othor 
Local Authority shall be taken to the place speci- 
fied in tbo licence under the direction and in chargo 
of an inspector or other officer of the Local 
Authority out of whose district it is taken ; and 
ho shall enforce and superintend the immediate 
burial or destruction there of the carcase, nnd6lmll 
forthwith report to both the Local Authorities the 
fact of the burial or destruction there. 

44. No swino shall be moved into a pig-sty, shed, or 
other place where swine-fevor lias existed • unless and 
until an Inspector of the Local Authority lias certified 
that all the swine in that pig-sty, shed, or other place 
have died or been slaughtered, and that the pig-sty, 
shed, or other placo has been, as far as practicable, 
cleansed and disinfected. 


Declaration of freedom from Swine-Fever. 

45. Where a Local Authority have declared a place 
to be infected with swine-fever, they may, if they think 
fit, at any time after the expiration of twenty-eight days 
from the date of the cessation therein of that disease, 
but not sooner, declare by order that place to be free 
from swine-fever. 

Disinfection for Swine-Fever. 

46. A Local Authority shall cause the pig-stv, shed, 
or other place in which a pig affected with swine-fever 
has been kept while so affected, or has died or been 
slaughtered, to be, as fur as practicable, cleansed and 
disinfected, and all litter, dung, or other thing that has 
been in contact with or used about any such pig to be 
disinfected, burnt, or destroyed. 

Declaration of Infected Place or Area by Privy 
Council. 

47. Nothing in this Order shall bo deemed to take 
away or abridge the power of the Privy Council, by 
special Order, 

(a.) To declare tiny pig-sty, shed, or other place, 
with or without tiny lands or buildings adjoining 
or near to that pig-sty, shed, or other place, to bo 
a place infected with swine-fever : or 
(6.) To extend the limits of a place infected with 
swine-fever : or 

(c.) To declare any place llmt has been declared 
either by a Local Authority or by the Privy 
Council to be a place infected with swine-fever, to 
be free from swine-fever: or 
(d.) To declare any area wherein a place infected 
with swine-fever is situate to be an area infected 
with swine-fever, and to extend the limits of such 
an area; or 

(e.) To declare any area that has been declared by 
the Privy Council to be an area infected with 
swine-fever, or some particular portion thereof, 
when there is not within that area, or that portion 
thereof, any place infected with swine-fever, to be 
free from swine-fever. 

Chapter 8 (a). — Plettro-Pneoionia or Foot- 
And-Mouth Disease or Swine-Fever found 
in a Market, Railway Station, Grazing- 

Park, OR OTHER LIKE PLACE, OR DURING 
Transit. 

Special Provisions for these Cases. 

48. By virtue of Section twenty-seven of the Act of 
1878, where an animal is found to be affected with 
pleuro-pneumonia, or foot-and-mouth disease or swine- 
fever — 

(1.) While exposed for sale or exhibited in a market, 
fair, sale-yard, place of exhibition, or other place; or 
(2.) While placed in a lair or other place before ex- 
posure for sale ; or 

(3.) While being in or on a landing-place or wharf 
or railway station or other place during transit ; or 
(4.) While in course of being moved by land or by 
water; or 

(5.) While being on common or uninclosed land ; or 
(6.) While being in a cow-shed, field, yard, sty, 
farm, park, or other place wherein animals ot different 
owners arc taken in for shelter, or for rest, or for grazing, 
or for any other purpose ; or 

(7.) While being in any other place not in the pos- 
session or occupation or uuder the control of the owner 
of the animal ; 

Then the following regulations shall apply in the 
several cases following (namely) ; 

A. — Pleuro-VPne umonia. 

(a.) Where plenro-pneum ouia is so found to exist, the 
Inspector of the Local Auth ority shall seize and detain 
all the cattle affected with that disease. 

(6.) The diseased cattle so seized shall, if not 
slaughtered at the place where they are seized be 
moved to the nearest avails ble slaughter-house for the 
purpose of being there for thwith slaughtered, with a 
licence of the Inspector. 


(«) This chapter has buon revoked 
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(c.) The licence shall lie* available for twelve hours, 
and no longer. 

(cl.) The licence shall spe eify the slaughter-house to 
which the cattle are to be m nved for slaughter, and they 
shall not be moved to an y other slaughter-house or 
•jlncs. 

(e.) The cattle so moved shall be moved to the speci- 
fied slaughter-house under the direction and in charge 
of an Inspector or other olfi cer of the Local Authority ; 
and lie shall enforce and s uperintend the immediate 
slaughter there of the cattle, and shall forthwith report 
to the Local Authority, the fact of the slaughter there. 

(f.) If the cattle are to lie moved into the district 
of another Local Authority, there shall also be requi- 
site a licence of that othc r Local Authority indorsed 
on or referring to the first- mentioned licence. 

(g.) The cattle so moved i nto the district of that, other 
Local Authority shall be m oved to the specified slaugh- 
ter-house under the directi on and in charge of an In- 
spector or other officer of t he Local Authority out of 
whose district they are mo ved ; and lie shall enforce 
and superintend the immed iate slaughter there of the 
cuttle, and shall forth wit h report to both the Local 
Authorities the fact of the slaughter there. 

B. — Foot-and-Mouth. Disease. 

(h.) "Where foot-and-mouth disease is so found to 
exist, the Inspector of the Local Authority shall seize 
and detain all the animals affected with that disease. 

(i.) The diseased animals so seized maybe slaughtered 
by or at the request of the owner or person in charge 
thereof, either at the place where they are seized, or at 
the nearest available slaughter-house ; in which latter 
case they may be moved for the purpose of being there 
slaughtered with a licence of the Inspector ; and that 
licence shall be available for twelve horn’s, and no 
longer, and shall specify the slaughter-house to which 
the animals are tobemoved for slaughter; or the diseased 
animals, if not slaughtered ns aforesaid, shall be moved, 
in charge of an Inspector or other officer of the Local 
Authority, to some convenient and isolated place, and 
shall be there kept for such time as the Local Authority 
think expedient, subject, however, to their being there 
slaughtered at any time by or at the request of the 
owner or person in charge thereof. 

0. — Swine-Fever. 

O'-) Where swine-lever is so found to exist, the 
Inspector of the Local Authority shall seize and detain 
all the swine affected with that disease. 

(It.) The diseased swine so seized may be slaughtered 
by or at the request of the owner or person in charge 
thereof, either at the place where they are seized, or 
at the nearest available slaughter-house ; in which 
latter case they may be moved for the purpose of being 
there slaughtered, with a licence of the Inspector ; and 
that licence shall be available for twelve hours, and no 
longer, and shall specify the slaughter-house to which 
the swine are to be moved for slaughter ; or the diseased 
swine, if not slaughtered as aforesaid, shall he moved, 
in charge of an Inspector or other officer of the Local 
Authority, to some convenient and isolated place, and 
shall be there kept for such time as the Local Authority 
think expedient, subject, however, to their being there 
slaughtered at any time by or at the request of the 
owner or person in charge thereof. 

(1.) If the swine are to be moved into the district 
of another Local Authority, there shall also be requisite 
a licence of that other Local Authority indorsed on or 
referring to the first-mentioned licence. 

(»?.) The swine so moved into the district of that 
other Local Authority shall be moved to the specified 
slaughter-house under the direction and in charge of an 
Inspector or other officer of the Local Authority out of 
whose district they are moved ; and he shall enforce and 
superintend the immediate slaughter there of the swine, 
and shall forthwith report to both the Local Authorities 
the fact of the slaughter there. 

D . — Animals not affected | with Fleur o- Pneumonia or 
Foot-and-Mouth Distuise or Swine-Fever. (a) 

(n.) All animals being lin or on the market, fair, 


sale-yard, place of cxlnbitio a, lair, landing-place, wharf, 
railway station, land, wate r, cow-shed, field, yard, sty, 
farm, park, or other place aforesaid at the same time 
with an animal found to ho affected with pleuro- 
pneumonia or foot-and-mouth disease or swine-fever, 
shall be dealt with in all res pects as if pleuro-pncumonia 
or foot-and-mouth disease or swine-fever had not been 
found therein or thereon. 

E . — Declaration of Infected Place by Privy Council 
only. 

(o.) The Privy Council alone, and not any Local 
Authority, shall have power to make or declare to be 
an infected place or part of an infected place that 
market, fair, sale-yard, place of exhibition, lair, landing- 
place, wharf, railway station, land, water, cow-shed, 
field, yard, sty, farm, park, or other place aforesaid, or 
any part thereof, by reason of an animal affected with 
pleuro-pncumonia or foot-and-mouth disease or swine- 
lever being found therein or tlioreon, in any case in 
which this Article applies. 

F. — Disinfection in these Cases. 

(p.) In case of an animal being found to be affected 
with pi euro- pneumonia or foot-and-mouth disease or 
swine-fever in or on a market, fair, sale-yard, place of 
exhibition, lair, landing-place, wharf, railway station, 
land, water, cow-shed, field, yard, sty, farm, park, or 
other place aforesaid, it shall not be lawful for the 
Market Authority or the owner or occupier of such 
other place or any person to again use that portion 
of the market or other place aforesaid where the 
diseased animal was found, — 

(i.) For cattle where a head of cattle affected with 
pleuro-pncumonia is found, — 

(ii.) For animals where an animal affected with foot- 
and-mouth disease is found, — 

(iii.) For swine wlici’c a pig affected with swine-fever 
is found, — 

unless and until a Veterinary Inspector has certified 
that that portion has been, as far as practicable, cleansed 
and disinfected. 

Deports. 

49. The Inspector of the Local Authority acting 
under this Chapter shall forthwith report to the Local 
Authority the proceedings taken by him thereunder, 
and the Local Authority shall forthwith report the 
same to the Privy Council. 

Expenses. 

50. The Local Authority may recover the expenses 
of the execution by them or by their Inspector or other 
officer oT the provisions of this Chapter from the owner 
of the animals seized, or from the consignor or consignee 
thereof, who may recover the same from the owner by 
proceedings in any court of competent jurisdiction. 

Exception as to Foreign Animals. 

51. Nothing in this Chapter shall apply to a foreign 
animals’ wharf, or to a foreign animals’ quarantine 
station, or to a landing-place for foreign animals. 

Chapter 9 (b). — Movement or Exposure of 
Diseased Animals, Horses, Asses, and 
Mules. 

Prohibition. 

52. It shall not be lawful for any person — 

(a.) To expose a diseased or suspected animal, horse, 
ass, or mule in a market or fair, or in a sale-yard, or 
other public or private place wboi’e animals or horses 
are commonly exposed for sale. 

lb) To place a diseased or suspected animal, horse, 
ass, or mule in a lair or other place adjacent to or con- 
nected with a market or a fair, or where animals or 
horses are commonly placed before exposure for sale. 

(c.) To send or carry, or cause to be sent or carried, 
a diseased or suspected animal, horse, ass, or mule on 
a railway, canal, river, or inland navigation, or in a 
coasting vessel, or vessel trading to any port or place 
in Great Britain. 
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((/.) To cony, load, or drive, or cause to be carried, 
led, or driven, a diseased or suspected animal, horse, 
ass, or mule on a highway or thoroughfare. 

(e.) To place or keep a diseased or suspected animal, 
horse, ass, or mule on common or un inclosed land, or 
in a field or place insufficiently fenced, or in a field 
adjoining a highway unless that field is so fenced or 
situate that animals therein cannot in any manner come 
in contact with animals passing along that highwuy or 
grazing on the sides thereof. 

(/.) To graze a diseased or suspected animal, horse, 
ass, or mule on pasture being on the sides ol a highway. 

( g .) But this Article shall operate subject to Articles 
11 and 48 (A.) (li.) ami (C.) and 53 providing for or 
directing the movement of diseased animals in cases 
therein mentioned. 

Proccrxlhnjs in Case of Contravention of Article 52. 

53. — (1.) Where an animal, horse, ass, or mule is 
exposed or otherwise dealt with in contravention of 
Article 52, the Inspector or other officer of the Local 
Aulhorityappointod in that behalf shall seize and remove 
and detain it, and it shall he dealt with as follows: 

A. — Discasul Animals, Horses, A uses, or Mules. 

(a.) If affected with sheep-pox the animal shall be 

slaughtered in accordance with the provisions of 
Article 26 ; 

(6.) If affected with pleuropneumonia, foot-and- 
mouth disease, or swinc-i'cver, the animal shall be 
dealt with in accordance with the provisions of 
Chapter 8 ; 

(c.) If aflccted with sheep-scab the sheep shall, unless 
slaughtered, be removed to some convenient and 
isolated place, and he there kept for such time as 
the Local Authority think expedient ; 

(<7.) If affected with glanders or farcy the horse, ass, 
or mule shall ho forthwith slaughtered; and, if 
not slaughtered at the place where it is seized, it 
may be moved under the direction and in charge 
of an Inspector or other officer of the Local Autho- 
rity to the nearest available horse-slaughterer’s or 
knacker’s yard to be there slaughtered ; and that 
Inspector or other officer shall enforce and superin- 
tend the immediate slaughter there of the horse, 
ass, or mule, and shall report to the Local Autho- 
rity the fact of the slaughter there. 

B. — Suspected Animals , llorses, Asses, or Mules. 

(/.) If suspected the animal, horse, ass, or mule so 

seized shall be dealt with as follows : 

(i.) The suspected animal, horse, ass, or mule may 
bo slaughtered by or at the request of the owner 
or person in charge thereof at the place where it is 
seized ; or 

(ii.) The suspected animal, horse, ass, or mule may 
be moved by or at the request of the owner or person 
in charge thereof with a licence of the Inspector to 
tlio nearest available slaughter-house or horse- 
slaughterer’s or knacker’s yard for the purpose of 
being there forthwith slaughtered; in which latter 
case the following regulations shall apply : 

(p.) The licence shall be available for twelve hours, 
and no longer. 

(4.) The licence shall specify the slaughter-house or 
horsc-slaugli term's or knacker’s yard to which the 
suspected animal, horse, ass, or mule is f o be moved 
for slaughter, and it shall not be moved to any 
other slaughter-house or horse-slaughterer’s or 
knacker's yard or place. 

(i.) The suspected animal, horse, ass, or mule so 
moved shall be moved to the specified slaughter- 
house or horse-slaughterer’s or knaeker’syard under 
the direction and in charge of an Inspector or other 
officer of the Local Authority ; and he shall enforce 
and superintend the immediate slaughter there of 
the animal, horse, ass, or mule, and shall forthwith 
report to the Local Authority the fact of the 
slaughter there. 

( j .) If the suspected animal, horse, ass, or mule is 
to be moved into the district of another Local 
(a) Thin Chapter has boon revoked so far ns it relates to Pleuro-Pueumonia by 


Authority, there shall also be requisite a licence of 
that other Local Authority indorsed on or referring 
to the first-mentioned licence. 

(4.) The suspected animal, horse, ass, or mule so 
moved into the district of that other Local Autho- 
rity shall be moved to the specified slaughter-house 
or horse-slaughterer’s or knacker’s yard under the 
direction and in charge of nn Inspector or other 
officer of the Local Authority out of whose district 
they are moved ; and lie shall enforce and superin- 
tend the immediate slaughter there of the unimnl, 
horse, as?, or mule, and shall forthwith report, to 
both the Local Authorities the fact of the slaughter 
there; or 

(iii.) The suspected animal, horse, ass, or mule, if 
not slaughtered os aforesaid, shall be moved, in 
charge of an Inspector or other officer of the Local 
Authority, to some convenient and isolated place, 
and shall be there kept for such time as the Local 
Authority think expedient, subject, however, to 
the animal, horse, ass, or mule being there 
slaughtered at any time by or at the request of 
the owner or person in charge thereof. 

(2.) The Local Authority may recover the expenses 
of the execution by them or by their Inspector or other 
officer of the foregoing provisions of this Article from 
tlio owner of the animal, horse, ass, or mule, or from 
the consignor or consignee thereof, who may recover 
the same from the owner by proceedings in any court 
of competent jurisdiction. 

(3.) In case of a diseased animal, horse, ass, or mule 
being seized in accordance with the provisions of this 
Article, it shall not be lawful for the Market Autho- 
rity' or any person to again use or allow to be used 
for animals, horses, asses, or mules that portion of the 
market or place where the diseased animal, horse, ass, 
or mule was found, — 

(i.) For animals where an animal affected with cattle- 
plague or foot-and-mouth disease is found, — 

(ii.) For cattle where a head of cattle affected with 
plcuro-pneumonia is found, — 

(iii.) For sheep where n sheep affected with sheep- 
pox or sheep-scub is found, — 

(iv.) For horses, asses, or mules where a horse, ass, 
or mule affected with glanders or farcy is found, — 
(v.) For swine where a pig affected with swine fever 
is found, — 

unless and until an Inspector has certified that that 
portion has been, as far as practicable, cleansed and 
disinfected. 

Chapter 10.— Removal of Dung or other 
Things. 

54. It shall not be lawful for any person to send or 
carry, or cause to be sent or carried, on a railway, 
canal, river, or inland navigation, or in a coasting 
vessel, or in a vessel trading to any port or place in 
G reat Britain, or on a highway or thoroughfare, any 
dung, fodder, or litter that has been in a place infected 
with pleuro-pneuraonia, foot-and-mouth disease, sheep- 
pox, or swine-fever, or that has been in any place in 
contact with or used about a diseased animal, home, ass, 
or mule, except with a licence of the Local Authority 
for the district in which such place is situate, on a 
certificate of an Inspector certifying that the thing 
moved has been, as far as practicable, disinfected. 

Chapter 11 (a). — C arcases. 

Disposal. 

55 . (1.) The carcase of every animal, horse, ass, 

or mule — 

(a.) that has died of pleuro-pneumonia, foot-and- 
inouth disease, sheep-pox, sheep-scab, glanders, 
farcy, or swine-fever; or 

(i.) that has been slaughtered in consequence of 
being affected with sheep-pox, glanders, farcy, or 
swine-fever; 

shall be disposed of by the Local Authority as follows: 
(L) Either the Local Authority shall cause the carcase 
to be buried as soon as possible in its skin in some 
the Pleuro-Pneuinonia(Irelftnd) Order of 1890. See page 58. 
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proper place, and to be covered with a sufficient 
quantity of quicklime or other disinfectant, and 
with not less than six feet of earth ; 
fii.) Or the Local Authority may, if authorized by 
licence from the Privy Council, cause the carcase 
to be destroyed, under the inspection of the Local 
Authority, in the mode following: The carcase 
shall be disinfected, and shall then be taken, in 
charge of an officer of the Local Authority, to a 
horse-slaughterer’s or knneker’s-yard approved for 
the purpose by the Privy Council, or other place 
so approved, and shall be there destroyed by ex- 
posure to a high temperature, or by chemical 
agents. 

(2.) With a view to the execution of the foregoing 
provision of this Article respecting burial, the Local 
Authority may, from time to time, make regulations 
for prohibiting or regulating the removal of any carcase 
or for securing the burial of the same. 

(3.) In every case of destruction the Local Authority 
shall forthwith report to the Privy Council the fact and 
mode of destruction. 

(4.) Where, under this Article a Locnl Authority 
cause a carcase to be buried or destroyed, they shall 
first cause its skin to be so slashed as to bo useless. 

(5.) A Local Authority may cause or allow a carcase 
to be taken into the district of another Local Authority 
to be buried or destroyed, with the previous consent 
of that Local Authority or with a licence in that behalf 
of the Privy Council, but not otherwise. 

Digging up. 

56. It shall not be lawful for any person, except with 
the licence of the Privy Council, to dig up, or cause to 
be dug up, the carcase of any animal, horse, ass, or mule 
that has been buried. 

Chapter 12. — Slaughter-Houses. 
Declaration of Infected Place by Privy Council only. 

57. [Notwithstanding anything in the Act of 1878, 
or any Order in Council, a slaughter-house in which 
an animal affected with disease or the carcase of a 
diseased animal is found, shall not by veason thereof 
be declared to be an infected place, except by the Privy 
Council. 

Keeping of Swine in Slaughter-Houses. 

58. It shall not be lawful for any person, in any 
case in which the slaughter of any animal is authorized 
or required by or under the Act of 1878, or any Order 
in Council, to use for such slaughter any slaughter- 
house in which swine are kept. 

Chapter 13. — Regulation by Local Autho- 
rities of Markets, Fairs, and other Places. 

5f). A Local Authority, if authorized by the Privy 
Council to put in operation this Article, but not other- 
wise, may, from time to time, prohibit or regulate the 
exposure or sale of animals, or of any particular kind 
thereof specified by the Privy Council, or of horses, 
asses, or mule3, in or at a market, fair, auction, sale- 
yard, sale, or exhibition.

Disinfection. 


(ii.) The same parts of the vessel shall be thoroughly 
washed or scrubbed or scoured with water ; then 
(iii.) The same parts of the vessel shall have applied 
to them a coating of lime-wash : except that 
(iv.) The application of lime-wash shall not be com- 
pulsory as regards such parts of the vessel as sire 
used for passengers or crew. 

The scrapings and sweepings of the vessel shall 
not be landed unless and until they have been well 
mixed with quicklime. 

Except that in the case of a ferry-boat or other 
vessel which makes short and frequent passages across 
a river or an arm of the sea or other water it shall be 
sufficient if the ferry-boat or vessel bo cleansed and dis- 
infected once in every period of twelve hours within 
which it is so used. 

Fodder and litter. 

61. All partly consumed or broken fodder that has 
been supplied to, and all litter that lias been used for or 
about, animals carried by sea, or on a canal, river, or 
inland navigation, shall, when landed from the vessel, be 
forthwith well mixed with quicklime and be effectually 
removed from contact with animals. 

Moveable G anyways awl other Apparatus. 

62. — (1.) A moveable gangway or passage-way, cage, 
or other apparatus, used or intended for the loading or 
unloading of animals on or from a vessel, or otherwise 
used in connexion with the transit of animals by sea, 
or on a canal, river, or inland navigation, shall, as soon 
as practicable after being so used, be cleansed as fol- 
lows : 

(i.) The gangway or apparatus shall be scraped and 
swept, ami all dung, litter, and other matter shall 
be effectually removed therefrom : then 
(ii.) The gangway or apparatus shall be thoroughly 
washed or scrubbed or scoured with water. 

(2.) The scrapings and sweepings of the gangway or 
apparatus, and all dung, litter, and other matter removed 
therefrom shall forthwith be well mixed with quicklime, 
and be effectually removed from contact with animals- 

Chapter 15. — Railway Traffic. 

Uorse-Jioxes. 

63. — (1.) A horse-box used for carrying horses, asses, 
or mules on a railway shall, on every occasion after a 
horse, ass, or mule is taken out of it, and before any 
other horse, ass, or mule or any animal is placed therein, 
be cleansed as follows : 

(i.) The floor of tho horse-box, and all other parts 
thereof with which the droppings of horses, asses, 
or mules have conic in coutact shall be scraped 
and swept, and the scrapings and sweepings and 
all dung, sawdust, fodder, litter, and other matter 
shall be effectually removed therefrom : and 
(ii.) The sides of the horse-box ami all other parts 
thereof with which the head or imy discharge from 
the mouth or nostrils of a horse, ass, or mule has 
come in contact shall bo thoroughly washed with 
water by means of a sponge, brush, or other in- 
strument. 

(2.) The scrapings and sweepings of the horse-box, 
and all dung, sawdust, fodder, litter, anil oilier matter 
removed therefrom, shall forthwith be well mixed with 
quicklime. 


Chapter 14. — Water Traffic. 


60 — (1.) A vessel used for carrying animals by sea, 
or on n canal, river, or inland navigation, shall after 
the landing of animals iherefrom, and before the taking 
ou bonril of any other animal or other cargo, be cleansed 
and disinfected as follows: 


(i.) All pains of the vessel with which animals or their 
droppings have come in contact shall be scraped 
and swept : then 
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llm'sc-Boxes, Guards Veins, and other Vehicles. 

64. — (1.) A horse-box or a guard'o van or other 
railway vehicle (not being a railway truck) if used lor 
carrying animals on a railway shall, on every occasion 
after an animal is taken out of it, and before any other 
animal, or any horse, ass, or mule is placed in it, be 
cleansed and disinfected as follows : 

(i.) If tho animal is accompanied by a declaration 
in writing of the owner or consignee or his agent 
to the effect that it is inteuded for exhibition or 
other special purpose therein stated, and hu3 not, to 
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the best of his knowledge and belief, been exposed 
to the infection of disease, the vehicle shall be 
cleansed as follows : 

(a.) The floor of the vehicle, and all other parts thereof 
with which the droppings of the animal have come 
in contact shall be scraped and swept, and the 
scrapings and sweepings, and all dung, sawdust, 
fodder, litter, and other matter shall be effectually 
removed therefrom : and 

( b .) The sides of the vehicle, and all other parts 
thereof with-which the head or any discharge front 
the mouth or nostrils of the animal has come in 
contact shall be thoroughly washed with water 
by means of a sponge, brush, or other instrument: 
but 

(ii.) If the animal is not accompanied by such a 
declaration, the vehicle shall be cleansed and dis- 
infected as follows : 

(c.) The floor of the vehicle, and all other parts 
thereof with which the droppings of the animal 
have come in contact, shidl be scraped and swept, 
and the scrapings and sweepings, and all dung, 
sawdust, fodder, litter, and other matter shall be 
effectually removed from the vehicle : then 
(d.) The same parts of theveliicle shall be thoroughly 
washed or scrubbed or scoured with water : then 
(c.) The same pai ls of the vehicle shall have applied 
to them a coating of lime- wash. 

(2.) The scrapings and sweepings of the vehicle, and 
all dung, sawdust, fodder, litter, and other matter 
removed therefrom shall forthwith be well mixed with 
quicklime, and be effectually removed from contact 
with animals. 

Trueles. 

65 — (1.) A railway truck shall, on every occasion 
after an animal carried in it on a railway is taken out 
of it, and before any other animal, or any horse, ass, 
or mule is placed in it, be cleansed and disinfected as 
follows : 

(i.) The floor of the truck, and all other parts thereof 
with which animals or their droppings have comes 
in contact shall be scraped and swept, and the 
scrapings and sweepings, and all dung, sawdust, 
litter, and other matter shall be effectually removed 
therefrom: then 

(ii.) The same parts of the truck shall be thoroughly 
washed or scrubbed or scoured with water : then 
(iii.) The same parts of the truck shall have applied 
to them a coating of limc-wnsll. 

(2.) The scrapings and sweepings of the truck, and 
all dung, sawdust, litter, and other matter removed 
therefrom shall forthwith be well mixed with quick- 
lime, and be effectually removed from contact witli 
animals. 

Vans. 

66. — (1.) A van, if used for containing animals, 
horses, asses, or mules while carried on a railway, shall, 
on every occasion after a diseased or suspected animal, 
horse, ass, or mule is taken out of it, and as soon as 
practicable, and before any other animal, horse, ass, or 
mule is placed in it, bo cleansed and disinfected as 
follows : 

(i.) The floor of the van, and all other parts thereof 
with which animals, horses, asses, or mules, or their 
droppings have come in contact shall bo scraped 
ami swept, and the scrapings and sweepings, and 
all dung, sawdust, litter, and other matter shall bo 
effectually removed therefrom: then 
(ii.) The same parts of the van shall be thoroughly 
washed or scrubbed or scoured with water : then 
(iii.) The same parts of the van shall have applied 
to them a coating of lime-wash. 

(2.) The scrapings and sweepings of the van, nnd 
all dung, sawdust, litter, and other matter removed 
therefrom shall forthwith be well mixed with quick- 
lime, nnd be effectually removed from contact with 
-animals. 


or other apparatus used or intended for the loading or 
unloading of animals on or from a railway truck^ or 
other railway vehicle, or otherwise used in connexion 
with the transit of animals on a railway, shall, as soon 
as practicable after being so used, be cleansed as follows :

63. Every railway pen shall be cleansed and disin- 
fected, either on each day on which it is used and after 
it has been used, or at some time not later than twelve 
o’clock at noon of the next following day, unless the 
following clay is Sunday, and then of the Monday follow- 
ing, and in either case before it is again used. 

69. — (1.) A railway pen shall be cleansed and disin- 
fected as follows : 

(i.) All parts of the pen with which animals or their 
droppings have come in contact shall be scraped 
imd swept, and the scrapings and sweepings, and 
all dung, sawdust, litter, and other matter shall be 
effectually removed therefrom : then 
(ii.) The same parts of the pen shall be tkox'oughly 
washed or scrubbed or scoured with water: then 
(iii.) The same parts of the pen shall have applied to 
them a coating of lime- wash. 

(2.) The scrapings and sweepings of the pen, and 
all dung, sawdust, litter, and other matter removed 
therefrom shall forthwith be well mixed with quicklime 
aud be effectually removed from contact with animals. 

Chapter 16.— Road Traffic. 

Vans. 

70. — (1.) A van, when used for moving animals, 
horses, asses, or mules by road, shall, on every occasion 
after a diseased or suspected animal, horse, ass, or mule 
is taken out of it, and as soon as practicable, and 
before any other animal, horse, ass, or mule is placed in 
it, be cleansed and disinfected as follows : 

(i.) The floor of the van and all other parts thereof 
with which animals, horses, asses, or mules, or 
their droppings have come in contact, shall be 
scraped and swept, and the scrapings and sweep- 
ings, and all dung, sawdnst, litter, and other matter 
shall be effectually removed therefrom : then 
(ii.) The same parts of the van shall be thoroughly 
washed or scrubbed or scoured with water : then 
(iii.) The same parts of the van shall have applied 
to them a coating oflime-wash. 

(2.) The scrapings and sweepings of the van, and all 
dung, sawdust, litter, and other matter removed there- 
from, shall forthwith be well mixed with quicklime, 
and be effectually removed from contact with animals. 

Chapter 17 . — Landing-Places. 

71. — ( 1.) "Where an animal at a place of lauding or 
place adjacent thereto is affected with disease, that 
place and every other place where the animal is or since 
landing has been shall not be used for any animals 
other than animals brought thereto with that animal 
(in the same vessel or otherwise) unless and until the 
place has been, as far as practicable, cleansed and 
disinfected. 

(2.) Nothing in this Chapter shall apply to a foreign 
animals’ wharf, or to a foreign animals’ quarantine 
station, or to a landing-place for foreign animals. 

Chapter 18 . — Miscellaneous. 

Regulations of Local A uthorities. 

72. A Local Authority may, from time to time, make 
regulations for providing for the cleansing and disinfec- 
tion of places used by diseased animals, and may 

the mode in which such cleansing aud such

disinfection are to be effected. 


Moveable Gangways ami other Apparatus. 

G7 (1 .) A mov cable gangway or passage-way, cage, aisintection are to ue euecieu. 
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Obligation on Occupiers. 

73. Where the power of causing a place to be 
cleansed and disinfected is exercised by a Local 
Authority or an Inspector of the Privy Council the 
occupier of the place shall give all reasonable facilities 
for that purpose. 

Chapter 19.— Offences. 

74. If anything is done or omitted to be done in con- 
travention of any of the foregoing provisions of this Part, 
the o.vner and the charterer and the master of the 
vessel in or in respect of which, — and the owner of 
the gangway or passage-way, cage, or other apparatus iti 
respect of which — and the railway company carrying 
animals, horses, asses, or mules on or owning or working 
the railway on which, — and the owner and the lessee 
and the occupier of the railway pen in which, — and 
the person using the van in which, — and the owner and 
the lessee and the occupier of the place of landing or 
place adjacent thereto or other place in which, — niul 
the owner and the lessee and the occupier of any other 
place or thing in respect of which, — (ns the case may 
be), the same is done or omitted, each according to 
and in respect of bis or their own acts or omissions, 
shall be deemed guilty of on offence against the Act of 
1878. 

Chapter 20.’— Markets, Fairs, Sale-Yards, 
Places of Exhibition, Lairs, and other 

Places. 

Regulations of Local Authorities. 

75 . — (1.) A Local Authority may, from time to time, 
make regulations for the following purposes, or any of 
them : 

For requiring the owners, lessees, or occupiers of 
markets, fairs, sale-yards, places of exhibition, 
lairs, or other places used for animals, to cleanse 
those places, from time to time, at their own ex- 
pense : 

For requiring the owners, lessees, or occupiers of 
those j daces to disinfect the same, or any specified 
part thereof, from time to time, at their own 
expense, where, in the judgment of the Local 
Authority, the circumstances are such as to allow 
of such disinfection being reasonably required : 

For prescribing the mode in which such cleansing and 
such disinfection are to be effected. 

(2.) If the owner, lessee, or occupier of any such 
place does any act in contravention of any such regula- 
tions, or fails in any respect to observe the same, then 
without prejudice to any other liability consequent 
thereon, it shall not be lawful for him or any other 
person at any time thereafter, without permission in 
writing of the Local Authority, to hold a market, fail 1 , 
sale, or exhibition of animals in that {.lace, or to use 
that lair or place for animals ; and the holding therein 
of any market, fair, sale, or exhibition of animals, or 
the use of that lair or place for animals, shall be and 
the same is hereby prohibited accordingly. 

Lairs, Ac., at Cattle-exportiivj Poits. 

70. — (1.) Every lair or other place used for animals 
prior to shipment at the cattle-exporting ports shall be 
cleansed and disinfected either on each day on which 
it is used, and after it has been used, or at some other 
time not later than 12 o’clock at noon of the next day- 
following, unless the following day is Sunday, and 
then of the Monday' following, and in either case before 
it is again used. 

(2.) Such lair or other place shall bo cleansed and 
disinfected as follows : 

(i) All parts of such lair or other place with which 
animals or their droppings have come in contact, 
shall be scraped and swept, and the scrapings 
and sweepings ancl all dung, sawdust, litter, and 
other matter, shall be effectually removed there- 
from : j ma g e digitised by the University 
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(ii.) The same parts of such lair or other place shall 
he thoroughly washed or scrubbed, or scoured 
with water : then 

(iii.) The same parts of such lair or other place shall 
have applied to them a coating of lime-wash. 

(3.) The scrapings and sweepings of such lair or 
other place, and all dung, sawdust, litter, and other 
matter removed therefrom, shall forthwith be well 
mixed with quicklime, and bo effectually removed 
from contact with animals. 


PART IY. 

Transit. 

Chapter 21. — Transit by Water: 

Fittings of Vessels. 

77. — (1.) Every place used for animals on board a 
vessel shall be divided into pens by substantial divi- 
sions. 

(2.) Each pen shall not exceed nine feet in breadth, 
or fifteen feet in length. 

(3.) The floor of each pen shall, in order to prevent 
slipping, be strewn with a proper quantity of litter 
or sand or other proper substance, or bo fitted with 
battens or other proper foot-holds. 

(4.) Every such place, if inclosed, shall ho venti- 
lated by moans of separate inlet and outlet openings, 
of snch size and position as will secure a proper supply 
of air to the place in all states of weather. 

0 ver crowding. 

78. A vessel bringing animals to any port or place 
in England or Wales or Scotland from any port or 
place in the United Kingdom shall not be overcrowded 
so as to cause unnecessary suffering to the animals 
on board. 

Shorn Sheep. 

79. Between each first day of November and the 
next following thirtieth day of April (both days in- 
clusive) shorn sheep shall notl*c carried on the deck of 
a vessel, except where they wero last shorn more than 
sixty days before being so carried. 

Gangways for Sheep-Pens. 

SO. "Where sheep are carried on the dock of a vessel, 
proper gangways shall be provided either between or 
above the pens iu which they are carried. 

Detention. 

81. Animals landed from a vessel shall, on a certi- 
ficate of an Inspector of the Privy Council, certifying 
to the effect that tho provisions of this Chapter, or 
some or one of thorn, have not or has not been 
observed in tho vessol, bo detained, at the place of 
landing, or in hurts adjacent thereto, until die Privy 
Council otherwise direct. 

Chapter 22. — Shipping and Unshipping 
Places. 

Water. 

82. At every place where animals are put on hoard 
of or landed from vessels, provision shall be made, 
to the satisfaction of tho Privy Council, for a supply 
of water for animals; and water shall be supplied there, 
gratuitously, on request of any person having charge 
of any animal. 

Food. 

83. At every place where animals are landed from 
vessels, provision shall bo made, to tho satisfaction of 
the Privy Council, for tho speedy and convenient un- 
shipment of animals, and for a supply of food for them ; 
anil food shall be supplied there, on request of any 
person having charge of any animal, at such price as 
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Chapter 23.— Portal Inspection of Animals 

BROUGHT FOR TRANSIT BY SEA. (a.) 

84. — (1.) It shall not bo lawful to move from any 
port or place of embarkation in Ireland, any animal, 
for exjiortation to Great Britain, unless such animal 
shall have been previously inspected by an Inspector 
at such port or place, and unless such Inspector shall 
be satisfied that, sis far as lie can ascertain by the 
exercise of reasonable diligence, Bitch animal is free 
from disease, and shall, npo » application made in the 
Form I. set forth in tho Fifth Schedule, have given 
a certificate to that effect, in the Form II. set forth 
in the Fifth Schedule, an d unless such animal is 
accompanied with a licence for such movement, either 
alone or with otlinr nnima Is granted by a Licensing 
Officer duly appointed in th at behalf, and in the Form 
III. set forth in the Fifth Schedule ; and such licence 
whenever required, shall he produced l>y the person 
in charge of any animal to auy person lawfully 
authorized to demand it 

(2.) It shall not lie law ful for a Licensing Officer to 
grant a licence for the ship inent of any animal for ex- 
portation from Ireland to Great Britain, unless he shall 
have previously received a certificate from an Inspector 
duly appointed in that behalf, that such animal is, 
as far as he, tho Inspector, can ascertain by the ex- 
ercise of reasonable diligcn ce, free, from disease. 

(3.) Inspections of anima Is iutcuiled for exportation 
shall take place at tho port nr place of embarkation, 
at such times and places an il under such regulations 
as shall, from time to ti mo ho mado by the Lord 
Lioutenaut for otusli partic ular port. 

(4.) The owner or person in charge of each animal 
intended for inspection an il shijuncut shall have the 
same presented for inspect ion with an application for 
such inspection, at such place and in such manner as 
piny he sot forth in regain tions to bo made as afore- 
said, or us the Inspector, or Licensing Officer, subject 
to such regulations, may require ; and should any 
such animal, from being he uted, dirty, overdriven, or 
from any other cause, be eo usideml by the Inspector, 
to be in an unfit state for inspection or examination, 
its owner or the person in c lmrge of such animal, shall, 
as far as possible, render it fit for inspection by rest 
or cleansing, or other means, as the. case limy require. 

(5.) Each animal, on bei ug inspected and found free 
from disease, shall, when required by either the In- 
spector or Licensing Officer, be branded or otherwise 
marked, and such branding shall not he removed or 
counterfeited. 

(G.) The Licensing Office r, when granting a licence 
for movement as horoinbefo re provided, shall give to 
the person applying for sue h licence, together with the 
licence, a duplicate, thereof and such duplicate, when- 
ever required, shall ho hand iul by tho poison in charge 
of the licensed animal to l lie master of the vessel in 
which such animal shall la* shipped or to any person 
authorized by such master to demand and receive it. 

(7.) It shall not bo law lul for tho master of any 
vessel to receive into any vessel, for the purpose of 
lieiug shipped or exported therein, any animal, in 
respect of which a bounce for movement, and n dupli- 
cate thereof, shall not have boon granted as aforesaid. 

(8.) It shall not he law ful for any person to bring 
or scud or cause to ho bin ugbt or sent any diseased 
animal to any port, for ship ment. 

Chapter 24. — 1 Transit by Railway.

87. Between each first day of November and the 
next following thirtieth day of April (both days in- 
clusive) every railway truck or other railway vehicle 
carrying sheep shorn and unclothed shall be covered 
and inclosed so as to protect the sheep from the 
weather, without obstruction to ventilation; except 
that this Article shall not apply to sheep last shorn 
more than sixty days before being so carried. 

Chapter 25. — Offences. 

88. If anything is done or omitted to be done in 
contravention of any of the foregoing provisions • 
this Tart, the owner and the charterer and the master 
of the vessel in which, — and the owner and the lessee 
and the occupier of the place where animals are put on 
board of or landed from vessels at which, — and the 
railway company carrying animals on or owning or 
working the milway on which, — and also, iu case of 
the overcrowding of a vessel, or of a railway-truck, 
home-box, or other vehicle on a milway, or of the 
carrying on a railway of sheep shorn and imclothed, 
the consignor of the animals in respect of which, —

Chapter 26. — Water Supply on Railways.

cattle so brought, shall not he landed :

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Charge of Animals on Landing. 

92. Animals landed in a foreign animals’ wharf 
shall, when landed, be placed under the charge of an 
Inspector of the Privy Council; and, until his arrival, 
they shall remain under the charge of the Commis- 
sioners of Customs. 

Time for Slaughter. 

93. — (1.) Animals landed in a foreign animals’ 
wharf shall be slaughtered within fourteen days after 
the landing thereof, exclusive of the day of landing. 

(2.) The slaughter of the animals may be com- 
menced at any time after the landing thereof, with 
the pel-mission of an Inspector of the Privy Council. 

Movement. 

9-i. — (1.) No carcase, fodder, litter, or dung shall 
be. removed from a foreign animals’ wharf, except with 
the permission of an Inspector of the Privy Council. 

(2.) If the Inspector of the Privy Council is of 
opinion that any such carcase or thing as aforesaid 
may introduce disease, the same shall be destroyed or 
otherwise dealt with in accordance with instructions 
from time to time given by the Privy Council. 

Disinfection.

96. Where an animal in a foreign animals’ wharf 
is affected with disease, the portion of the whai-f 
where the diseased animal is or lias been shall not be 
used for animals unless and until that portion has 
been cleansed and disinfected to the satisfaction of the 
Privy Council. 

Chapter 29.— Quarantine. 


Disinfection. 

100. Dung and manure shall, before being removed 
from a foreign animals’ quarantine station, be disin- 
fected to the satisfaction of an Inspector of the Privy 
Council. 

101. Where an animal in a foreign animals’ quaran- 
tine station is affected with disease, the portion of the 
station where the diseased animal is or has been shall 
not be used for animals unless and until that portion 
has been cleansed and disinfected to the satisfaction of 
the Privy Council. 

Chapter 30. — Foreign Animals not subject 
to Slaughter or Quarantine. 

Countries specified.

If the disease is cattle-plague, the Inspector of the 
Privy Council shall detain all the animals then brought 
in the vessel, aird report immediately to the Privy 
Council.

If the disease is pleuro-pncumonin, the Inspector of 
the Privy Council shall cause the diseased cattle, and 
all cattle brought in the same vessel therewith, to be 
dealt with sis follows : 

The diseased cattle shall be slaughtered at the 
place of landing. 

(b.) The cattle not diseased shall be slaughtered at 
tlic place of landing, or, if landed at a port at 
which there is a foreign animals’ wharf, may with 
tho permission of the Inspector of the Privy 
Cotmoil bo removed into that wharf for slaughter ;

C. — Foot-and-Moitik Disease. 

If the disease is foot-and-mouth disease, the Inspector 
of the Privy Council shall cause the diseased animals 
and all cattle, sheep, and swine brought in the same 
vessel therewith, to bo dealt with as follows : 

(a.) The diseased cattle, sheep, and swine shall be 
slaughtered at tho place of landing. 

(o.) The cattle, sheep, and swine not diseased shall 
be slaughtered at the place of lauding, or, if 
landed at a port at which there is a foreign 
animals’ wharf, may with the permission of the 
Inspector of tho Privy Council be removed into 
that wharf for slaughter ; but not elsewhere. 

D. — Sheep-Pox or Sheep-Scab. 

If the disease is sheep-pox or sheep-scab, the In- 
spector of tho Privy Council shall cause the diseased 
sheep, and all sheep brought in the same vessel there- 
with, to be dealt with as follows : 
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(a.) The diseased swine shall be slaughtered at the 
place of landing. 

(b.) The swine not diseased shall l ie slaughtered at 
the place of landing, or, if landed at a port at 
which there is a foreign animals’ wharf, may with 
the permission of the Inspector of the Privy 
Council be removed into that wharf for slaughter ; 
but not elsewhere. 

(4). If on such examination any two of the following 
three diseases (namely) (a) pleuro-pneumonia, (6) sheep- 
pox and sheep-scab (reckoned as one disease), and (c) 
swine-fever, arefound to exist among the animals landed 
from the vessel, then all the animals then brought in 
the vessel shall be dealt with according to the follow- 
ing Rules : 

F. — Pleura- Pneumonia and Sheep-Pox or Sheep-Scab. 

If the diseases ai’6 pleuro-pneumonia and sheep-pox 
or sheep-scab, the cattle of the cargo shall be dealt with 
in accordance with Rule B, and the sheep of the cargo 
shall be dealt with in accordance with Rule D. 

Gr. — Pleuro-Pneumonia and Swine-Fever. 

If the diseases are pleuro-pneumonia and swine- 
fever, the cattle of tiro cargo shall be dealt with in 
accordance with Rule B, and the swine of tho cargo 
shall Ire dealt with in accordance with Rule E. 

H. — Sheep-Pox or Sheep-Scab and Swine-Fever. 

If the diseases are sheep-pox or sheep-scab and 
swine-fever, the sheep of the cargo shall be dealt with 
in accordance with Rule D, and the swine of the cargo 
shall be dealt with in accordance with Rule E. 

Continuance of one Cargo. 

107. For the purposes of this Chapter all animals 
brought at the same tune in the same vessel shall be 
deemed to continue and be one cargo during the time 
of the twelve hours or other detention, whether they 
are all landed continuously without intermission at 
one place, or some of them are landed at oue place and 
some at another plaice, or some of them are landed at 
one time and some at another time at the same place. 

1 08. Where an animal forming part of one oargo of 
foreign animals under this Chapter has not been kept 
separate from an animal forming part of another cargo 
of foreign animals, all the animals forming those two 
cargoes shall be dealt with as if they formed one cargo. 

Detention of Suspected An imals. 

109. An Inspector of the Privy Council may detain, 
for any period that he thinks necessary or proper, 
any foreign animal under this Chapter which he has 
reason to suspect is diseased or may introduce disease. 

Movement. 

1 10. — (1.) No animal, carcase, fodder, litter, or dung 
shall be removed from the lair or other place adjacent 
to the place of landing where foreign animals under 
this Chapter are detained, except with the permission 
of an Inspector of the Privy Council. 

(2.) If the Inspector of the Privy Council is of 
opinion that any such animal or thing as aforesaid 
may introduce disease, the same shall be slaughtered, 
destroyed, or otherwise dealt with in accordance with 
instructions from time to time given by the Privy 
Council 
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Disinfection. 

111. Where an animal at a place of landing, or in 
a laiv or other place under tlm Chapter, in affected 
with disease, the portion of the place of landing, lair, 
or other place where the diseased animal is or has been 
shall not he used for animals unless and until that 
portiou has been cleansed and disinfected to the satis- 
faction of the Privy Council. 

Landing of other Foreign Animals. 

112. Nothing in this Chapter shall prevent the 
landing of any foreign animal at a foreign animals’ 
wharf if the owner of the animal or his agent in Ire- 
land, or the consignee thereof, so desires. 

Chapter 31. — Channel Islands* 

113. Unless and until the Privy Council otherwise 
order, animals brought from the Channel Islands shall 
be subject to the provisions of Chapter 30. 

Chapter 32. — Isle of Man.-)- 

114. Unless and until the Privy Council otherwise 
order, animals brought from the Isle of Man are 
allowed to he landed without being subject under the 
Fifth Schedule to the Act of 1878, or under this 
Order, to slaughter or to quarantine, or to the provi- 
sions of Chapter 30. 

Chapter 33 —Ships’ Cows and Goats. 

115. Unless and until the Privy Council otherwise 
Older, a cow or goat taken on board a vessel in Ins- 
land for the puipose of supplying the passengers or 
crew of the vessel with milk on a voyage shall not on 
being landed in Ireland at the end of the voyage be 
deemed to be a foreign animal, if the Commissioners 
of Customs are, before the same is landed satisfied 
that it has been taken from Ireland, and has not been 
landed in a foreign country, and has not been in con- 
tact with, or on board the same vessel with, any 
diseased foreign animal. 

Chapter 34.— Miscellaneous. 

Ollier Animals with Foreign Animals. 

11C. All animals for the time being in a foreign 
animals’ wharf, or in a foreign animals’ quarantine 
station, or in a place of lauding for foreign animals 
within Chapter 30, shall he deemed foreign animals ; 
and the regulations relating to the wharf, or station, 
or place of landing shall apply to all those animals. 

Disinfection oj Persons and Clothes. 

117. Where on Inspector of the Privy Council, or 
the person in charge of a foreign animals’ wharf, or of 
a foreign animals’ quarantine station, or of a place of 
landing for foreign animals within Chapter 30, affixes 
at or near the entrance thereof a notice to the effect 
that persons entering that wharf, or station, or place 
will be required before leaving to disinfect themselvos 
and their clothes, then every person shall on being 
requested comply with the terms of that notice. 

Foreign Animals injured on Voyage. 

118. Notwithstanding anything in this Part, where 
a vessel comes into jiort having on board foreign 
animals maimed or injured on the voyage, the owner, 
consignee, or other person in charge thereof or tlm 
master of the vessel, shall, if directed by an Inspector 
of the Privy Council, or may if he thinks lit, slaughter 
those animals or any of them immediately on their 
being landed ; but the carcase of any such animal is 
not to be moved from the plnoe of landing, or some 
lair or slaughter house adjacent thereto approved by 
the Privy' Council, without a certificate from the In- 
spector of the Privy Council, certifying that it is not 
likely to introduce disease. 

Carcases. 

119. — (1). If a vessel arriving lias on board the 
carouse of a foreign animal, horse, ass, or mule which 
was Liken on board for the purpose of importation, but 
has died on the voyage, the master of the vessel shall 
immediately on arrival, report the fact to the Principal 
Officer of Customs at the port.

General Fomr of Detention. 

120. Where it appears to the Principal Officer of 
Customs with respect to any foreign animal, horse, ass, 
or mule, or any fodder or other article, brought by sea, 
that disease may lie thereby conveyed to animals, horses, 
asses, or mules, lie may seize and detain the same ; 
and he shall forthwith report tho facts to the Commis- 
sioners of Customs, who may give such directions as 
they think tit, either for the slaughter or destruction 
or the further detention thereof or for the restoration 
thereof to tlio owner on such conditions, if any (in- 
cluding payment by tho owner of expenses incurred by 
them in respect of detention thereof), as they think fit. 

DtUies of Local Authorities ami Police. 

121. Where any regulation relating to foreign 
animals is in operation, tho Local Authority and all 
constables and police officers shall assist the Inspector 
of the Privy Council to carry tho same into effect 
and to enforce the same, mid shall do or cause to be 
done all tilings from time to time necessary for the 
effectual execution of the same.

Chapter 35.— Inspectors and Officers of 
Local Authorities.:):

Report to Privy Council of Declaration of Freedom 
from Disease. 

139. A Local Authority declaring by order a place 
to l>c free from disease shall forthwith report to the 
Privy Council the fact of such declaration having been 
made. 

Withholding of Compensation. 

1 40. A Local Authority before determining, under 
paragraph (7.) of Section thirty of the Act of 187S,to 
withhold, either wholly or partially, compensation or 
other payment in respect of an animal slaughtered by 
their order, shall give to the owner of the animal an 
opportunity of making representations to them re- 
specting the facts and circumstances of the case, and 
shall consider the same. 

Ascertainment of Value for Compensation. 

141. — (1.) Where, in Ireland, an animal is 
slaughtered by order of a Local Authority, they shall 
within six days after the slaughter give to the owner 
of the animal notice in writing of the valuation thereof 
made by their Inspector. 

(2.) If the owner does not within six days after 
the receipt of that notice give to the Local Authority, 
or their Inspector or other officer, a counter-notice in 
writing, stating to the effect that he disputes the valua- 
tion made by the Local Authority, the compensation 
shall be paid on that valuation. 

(3.) If the Local Authority fail to give such a notice, 
or if the owner gives such a counter-notice, as afore- 
said, then the question of the value of the animal shall 
by virtue of this Order stand referred to the arbitra- 
tion of a single arbitrator - , who shall make his award 
ready for delivery within seven days after he is ap- 
pointed; and the provisions of The Common Law 
Procedure Amendment Act (Ireland), 1856, shall apply 
to the reference and arbitration.

I. This Order may be cited as the “Importation of 
Animals (Ireland) Order, 1886.” 

II. This Order shall commence and take offcct from 
aud immediately after the date hereof, and words in 
this Order have the same meaning as in the Animals 
(Ireland) Order. 


(2.) Inspection of animals intended for ex- 
portation shall take place at tho port or place of 
embarkation, at such times and places, and under 
such regulations as shall from time to time be 
made by the Lord Lieutenant for each particular 
port. 


(3.) The owner or person in charge of each 
animal intended for inspection and shipment shall 
have the same presented for inspection, with an 
application for such inspection, ar. such place and 
in such manner as may be set forth iu regulations 
to be made as aforesaid, or as the Inspector, sub- 
ject to such regulations, may require : and should 
any such animal, from being heated, dirty, over- 
driven, or from any other cause, be considered by 
the Inspector to be in an unfit state for inspection 
or examination, its owner, or the person in charge 
of such animal, shall, as far as possible, render it 
fit for inspection by rest or cleansing, or other 
means, as the case may require. 


III. It shall not he lawful to import into or land 
in Ireland tuiy Animal from Great Britain, except 
with the consent of tho Lord Lieutenant.

Order, to give, may, if he thmks lit, give notice of the 
fact of the animal being so affected, or suspected, to 
the Inspector of tho Local Authority.

8. An Inspector of a Local Authority on receiving 
in any manner whatsoever information of the supposed

Fov requiring tho occupiers of cow-sheds or other 
places used by animals affected with or suspected 
of anthrax to cleanso surd disinfect such cow-sheds 
or places at the expense of the Local Authority 
or at the expense of such occupiers. 

(2.) If the owner of any such thing or the occupier 
of any such place does any act in contravention of 
any such Regulation or fails in any respect to observe 
the same, ho shall bo deemed guilty of an offence 
against the Act of 1878, and where tho owner of such 
thing or the occupier of such place fails to cleanso and 
disinfect in accordance with any such Regulation, it 
shall bo lawful for tho Local Authority, without

Disposal of Carcases. 

14. — (1.) Tho carcflRO of every animal — 

(a.) that hna died of anthrax ; or 

(6.) that has Iteon slaughtered in consequence of 
l>eing alloctod with anthrax ; 
shall be disposed of by tho Local Authority as 
follows : 

(i). Either the Local Authority shall cause the 
carcase to be buried as soon as possible in its 
skin in some proper place, and to be covered 
with a sufficient quantity of quick-lime or other 
disinfectant, and with not less than six feet of 
earth. 
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(u.) Or the Local Authority may, if authorized by 
Licence from the Privy Council, cause the carcase 
to be destroyed, under the inspection of the Local 
Authority, in the mode following : The carcase 
shall be disinfected, and shall then be taken, in 
charge of an officer of the Local Authority, to a 
horse-slaughterer’s or kuacker’s-yard approved for 
the purpose by the Privy Council, or other place 
so approved, and shall be there destroyed by 
exposure to a high temperature, or by chemical 
agents. 

(2.) With a view to the execution of the foregoing 
provisions of this Article the Local Autlioiity may 
make, from time to time, such Regulations ns they 
think fit fov prohibiting or regulating the removal 
of any carcase, or for securing the burial or destruction 
of the same. 

(3.) A Local Authority may cause or allow a 
carcase to be taken into the District of another Local 
Authority to be landed or destroyed, with the previous 
consent of that Local Authority or with a Licence 
in that behalf of the Privy Council, but not 
otherwise. 

Digging up Carcases. 

15. It shall not be lawful for any person, except 
with the Licence of the Privy Council, to dig up, 
or cause to bo dug up, the carcase of &ny animal 
that has been buried. 

Weekly Returns as to Anthrax. 

1 G. Where an Inspector of a Local Authority finds 
in his District anthrax, he shall forthwith make a 
return thereof to the Local Authority and to the Privy 
Council, on a form provided by the Privy Council, 
with ali particulars therein required, and shall con- 
tinue to so make a return thereof on the Saturday of 
every week until the disease has ceased. 

General Provisions as to Regulations of Local 
Authority. 

17. — (1.) Every Local Authority shall forthwith 
send to the Privy Council a copy of every Regulation 
made by them under this Order. 

(2.) If the Privy Council are satisfied on inquiry 
with respect to auy Regulation made by a Local 
Authority under this Order that the same is of too 
restrictive a character, or otherwise objectionable, and 
direct tho revocation thereof, the same shall thereupon 
cease to operate. 

Production of Licences ; Names and Addresses. 

Every person in charge of animals being 
moved, where, under any Regulation of a Local 
Authority made under the authority of this Order, a 
Movement Licence is necessary, shall on demand of a 
Justice, or of a Constable or of an Inspector or other 
officer of the Local Authority, produce and show to 
him the Movement Licence, if any, authorizing the 
movement, and shall allow it to be read and a copy 
of or extract from it to be taken by the person to 
whom it is produced. 

(2.) Every person so in charge shall, on demand as 
aforesaid, give liis name and address to the Justice, or 
Constable, or Inspector or other officer. 

Offences. 

19. — (1.) If an animal or carcase is moved in con- 
travention of a Regulation of a Local Authority made 
under the authority of this Order, or of the conditions 
of a Movement Licence thereunder, the owner of tho 
animal or carcase, and the person for the time being 
in charge thereof, and the person causing, directing, 
or permitting the movement, and the person moving

16. — (I.) By virtue of Section twenty-seven of the

(a.) While exposed for sale or exhibited in a market, 
fair, sale-yard, place of exhibition, or other place ; or 
(b.) While placed in a lair or other place before 
exposure for sale ; or 

(c.) While being in or on a landing-place or wharf 
or -railway station or other place during transit; or 
(d.) While in course of being moved by land or by 
water; or 

( e .) While being on common or uuinclosed land ; or 
(/".) While being in a cow-shed, field, yard, farm, 
park, or other place wherein animals of different 
owners are taken in for shelter, or for rest, or for 
grazing, or for any other purpose ; or 
( g .) While being in any other place not in the pos- 
session or occupation or under the control of the owner 
of the animal, the Inspector of the Local Authority 
shall seize, detain, and effectually isolate, as far as 
practicable, from contact with other cattle all the cattle 
affected with pleuro-pneumonia, and shall forthwith 
transmit the information by telegraph or other rapid 
means to the Clerk of the Council, Veterinary Depart- 
ment, Privy Council Office, Dublin Castle, and on the 
arrival of' an Inspector or other person authorized by 
the Lord Lieutenant to act in that behalf, shall place 
the cattle so seized and detained in charge of the 
last-named Inspector or of such other person. 

(2.) It shall not be lawful for any person to move 
any cattle so detained without a Licence of an Inspec- 
tor or other person authorized by the Lord Lieutenant 
to grant the same. 

(3.) Nothing in this Article shall apply to a Foreign 
Animal’s "Wharf or to a Foreign Animal’s Quaran- 
tine Station or to a Landing-place for foreign animals. 

Prohibition to Expose or Move Cattle affteted with 
or suspected of Pleuro- Pneumonia. 

17. It shall not be lawful for any person — 

(a.) To expose a head of cattle affected with or sus- 
pected of pleuro-pneumonia in a market or fair, or 
in a sale-yard, or other public or private place where 
animals are commonly exposed for sale. 

(6.) To place a head of cattle affected with or sus- 
pected of pleuro-pneumonia in a lair or other place 


adjacent to or connected with a market or a fair, or 
where animals are commonly placed before exposure 
for sale. 

(c.) To send or carry, or cause to be sent or 
carried, a head of cattle affected with or suspected of 
pleuro-pneumonia, on a railway, canal, river, or inland 
navigation, or in a coasting vessel. 

(d.) To carry, lead, or drive, or cause to be carried, 
led or driven, a head of cattle affected with or suspected 
of pleuro pneumonia on a high-way or thoroughfare. 

(e.) To place or keep a head of cattle affected with 
or suspected of pleuro-pneumonia on common or unin- 
closed land, or in a field or place insufficiently fenced, 
or in a field adjoining a highway, unless that field is 
so fenced or situate that cattle therein cannot in any 
manner come in contact with cattle passing along that 
highway or grazing on the sides thereof 

(/.) To graze a head of cattle affected with or sus- 
pected of pleuro-pneumonia on pasture being on the 
sides of a highway. 

(i j.) To allow a head of cattle affected with or sus- 
pected of pleuro-pneumonia to stray on a highway or 
thoroughfare, or on the sides thereof, or on common or 
uninclosedlaudjor in a field or place insufficiently fenced. 

Proceedings in Case oj Contravention of last preceding 
Article. 

18. - — (1.) Where a head of cattle is exposed or 
otherwise dealt with in contravention of the last 
preceding Article, tho Inspector or other officer of 
the Local Authority appointed in that behalf shall 
seize, remove, and detain it in a place suitable for 
effectual isolation from other cattle, and shall forth- 
with transmit the information by telegraph or other 
rapid means to the Clerk ol the Council, Veterinary 
Department, Privy Council, Dublin Castle, and ou 
the arrival of an Inspector or other person authorized 
by the Lord Lieutenant, shall place the cattle so seized 
and detained in charge of the last-named Inspector or 
other person. 

(2.) It shall not he lawful for any person to move 
any cattle so detained without a Licence of an Inspec- 
tor or other person authorized by the Lord Lieutenant 
to grant the same. 

Expenses. 

19. The Local Authority may recover tho expenses 
of the execution by them or by their Inspector or 
other officer of the provisions of the two last-preceding 
Articles from the owner of the cattle seized, or from . 
the consignor or consignee thereof, who may recover 
the same from the owner summarily. 

Food and Water (luring Detention 

20. An Inspector, officer, or constable detaining a 
head of cattle under this Order shall cause it to be 
supplied with requisite food and water during its 
detention ; and the expenses incurred by him in respect 
thereof may be recovered from the person having charge 
of the head of cattle, or from its owner summarily. 

Cleansing and Disinfection. 

21. (1 ) The occupier of any place which has been 
used by any cattle which have been or are liable to 
bo slaughtered under the Act of 1890 shall give all 
reasonable facilities to an Inspector authorized by the 
Lord Lieutenant, or to any person appointed by such 
Inspector, for the cleansing and disinfection of such 
place, and all utensils, pens, hurdles, or other things 
used for or about such cattle ; 

(2.) No Regulation made by a Local Authority under 
Article 72 of tho Animals (Ireland) Order shall apply 
to such place or to such utensils, pens, hurdles, or other 
things. 

Ascertainment of Value for Compensation in Ireland. 

22. Where in Ireland any head of cattle is slaugh- 
tered by order of the Privy Council under the pro- 
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visions of the Act of 1890 the value of the head of 
cattle for compensation shall be ascertained as 
■follows : — 

(i.) If within six days after the receipt of notice 
in writing from an Inspector or officer of the Privy 
Council of the valuation of a head of cattle slaugh- 
tered under the Act of 1890, the owner does not 
give a counter notico in writing, stating in effect that 
lie disputes the valuation raado on behalf of the Privy 
'Council, the compensation will he paid on that valua- 
tion. 

(ii.) If the owner gives such a notice, then the 
question of the value of the animal shall by this Order 
stand referred to the arbitration of a single arbitrator, 
who shall make, his award ready for delivery -within 
seven clays after ho is appointed, and the provisions of 
the Common Law Procedure Amendment Act (Ire- 
land), 1856, shall apply to the reference and arbitration. 

(iii.) If a higher valuation is awarded than the 
valuation notified by the Privy Council, then the Privy 
Council will piiy the cost of the reference and award 
and all costs incurred by the owner with respect to 
the arbitration when ascertained, but otherwise the 
costs of the reference and award and all costs incurred 
by the Privy Council with respect to the arbitration 
when ascertained us aforesaid may l>o deducted by the 
Privy Council from the sum payable to the owner as 
compensation under the award. 

(J arcuses. 

23. The carcase of every head of cattle that has died 
of plouro-pnou mourn or of disease suspected to be pleuro- 
pneumonia shall be disposed of us follows : 

(i.) The Inspector of the Local Authority shall 
causo the lungs of each such head of cattle to be 
carefully removed from the carcase and enclosed 
in a properly constructed box, and shall have a label 
attached to the lungs containing the following par- 
ticulars : 

(a.) Name and address of owner of head of 
cattle ; 

(5.) Name of union from which the lungs are 
forwarded ; 

(c.) Description of head of cattle; 

(d.) Date of death of head of cattle: 

and shall with all practicable speed forward such box 
addressed

The Inspector shall at the same time report the par- 
ticulars to 

The Clerk of the Council, 

Veterinary Department, 

Privy Council Office, 

Dublin Castle. 

(ii.) The Inspector of the Local Authority shall 
cause the Bkin of such head of cattle to be so 
slashed as to render it useless. 

(iii.) I-Ie shall then cause tho carcase to be buried as 
soon as possible in its skin in some proper place, 
and to bo covered with a sufficient quantity of 
quicklime or other disinfectant, and with not less 
tlmn six feet of earth. 

(iv.) Or, if authorized by licence from the Lord 
Lieutenant, the carcase may be destroyed in the 
mode following : The carcase shall be disinfected, 
and shall then he taken, in charge of an officer 
of the Local Authority, to a horse-slaughterer’s or 
lcnaclter’s-yard approved for the purpose by the 
Lord Lieutenant, or other place so approved, 
and shall be there destroyed by exposure to a 
high temperature, or by chemical agents. 


Digging up. 

24. It shall not be lawful for any person, except 
with the Licence of the Lord Lieutenant, to dig up, or 
cause to be dug up, the carcase of any head of cattle 
that has been buried. 

Declaration of Slaughter-House an Infected Place 
by Lord Lieutenant only. 

25. Notwithstanding anything in the Act of 1878, 
or any Order, a slaughter-house in which a head of 
cattle affected with pleuro-pncumonia or the carcase of 
a head of cattle that was affected with plcuro-pneu- 
monia is found, shall not, by reason thereof, be declared 
to be an Infected Place, except by the Lord Lieutenant. 

Removal of Dung or other Things. 

26. It shall not be lawful for any person to send 
or carry, or cause to be sent or carried, on a railway, 
canal, river, or inland navigation, or in a coasting 
vessel, or in a vessel trading to any port or place in 
Great Britain, or on a highway or thoroughfare, any 
dung, fodder, or litter that has been in an Infected 
Place, or that has been in any place in contact with 
or used about a diseased bead of cattle, except with 
a Licence of the Local Authority for the Distinct in 
which such place is situate, on a certificate of an Inspec- 
tor certifying that the thing moved has been, as far as 
practicable, disinfected, or with a Licence of an 
Inspector or other person authorized by the Lord Lieu- 
tenant to net in that behalf. 

Forms. 

27- — The Forms given in the Second Schedule to 
this Order, with such variations as circumstances 
require, shall be used for the purposes of this Order. 

Regulations as to Certificates and Licences. 

28 — (i.) The person granting a ii oveinent Licence 
under this Order shall forthwith send a copy of such 
Licence to the Veterinary Department of the Privy 
Council Office. 

(ii.) A Movement Licence granted under this Order 
is not available except when accompanied by the cer- 
tificate on which it is granted. 

(iii.) The person granting such Movement Licence 
under this Order shall, for the identification of each 
certificate produced to him, mark the same by signing 
his name thereon, with the date of the production 
thereof to him 

(iv.) The person granting such Movement Licence 
shall deliver the certificate produced to him, when so 
marked, with the Licence, to the person receiving the 
Licence from him. 

(v.) Every Movement Licence and certificate granted 
under the provisions of this Order, shall, after the expira- 
tion of the period for which such Licence is available, 
be delivered with all practicable speed, by the person 
in charge of the cattle moved, at the nearest Police 
station of the district in which the place where the 
cattle were moved under such Licence is situate. 

Production of Licences; Names and Addresses. 

29 (1.) Every person in charge of- cattle being 

moved, where under this Order or under any Regulation 
of a Local Authority under this Order a Movement 
Licence may be necessary, shall, on demand of a Justice, 
or of a constable, or of an Inspector or other officer 
of the Privy Council or of a Local Authority, produce 
and show to him the Movement Licence (if any) autho- 
rizing the movement, and shall allow it to be read and 
a copy of or extract from it to be taken by the person 
to whom it is produced. 

(2.) Every person so in charge shall, on demand as 
aforesaid, give his name and address to the J ustice, 
or constable, or Inspector or other officer. 
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Weekly Returns to Privy Council. 

30. Where an Inspector of a Local Authority finds 
in his District pleuro-pneumonia ho shall forthwith 
make a return thereof to the Local Authority and to 
the Privy Council, on a form provided by the Privy 
Council, with all particulars therein required, and shall 
continue to so make a return thereof on the Saturday 
of every week until the disease has ceased. 

ProvisioJis as to Regulations of Local Authority. 

31. — (1.) Every Local Authority shall forthwith 
send to ihe Pnvy Council a copy of every Regulation 
made by them under the provisions of this Order. 

(2.) If the Privy Council are satisfied on inquiry 
with respect to any Notice served or Regulation made 
by a Local Authority under the provisions of this 
Order that the same is of too restrictive a character, 
or otherwise objectionable, and direct the revocation 
thereof, the same shall thereupon cease to operate. 

Offences. 

32 (1.) If a head of cattle is moved in con- 

travention of this Order, or of any Notice served 
under this Order, or of any Regulation made by a 
Local Authority under the provisions of this Order, or 
of the conditions of a Movement Licenoc thereunder, 
the owner of the animal, and the person for the time 
being in charge thereof, and the person cansing, direct- 
ing, or permitting the movement, and the person moving 
or conveying the animal, and the owner and the char- 
terer and the master of the vessel in which it is moved, 
and the consignee or other person receiving or keeping 
it, knowing it to have been moved in contravention as 
aforesaid, and the occupier of the place from which the 
head of cattle is moved shall, each according to and 
in respect of his own acts and defaults, be deemed 
guilty of an offence against the Act of 1878. 

(2.) If a person in charge of a head of cattle being 
moved, where under this Order or under any Regu- 
lation made by a Local Authority under the pro- 
visions of this Order a Movement Licence is necessary, 
on demand made under this Order, fails to give his true 
name and address, or gives a false name or address, he 
shall be deemed guilty of an offence against the Act of 
1878. 

(3.) If a head of cattle is not marked as required by 
this Order, or by any Regulation made by a Local 
Authority under the provisions of this Order, or by the 
conditions of a Licence thereunder, the owner, con- 
signee, or other person exposing the same, and the 
person for the time being in charge thereof, and the 
purchaser thereof and the person holding the sale, and 
tiic auctioneer, if any, or other person conducting the 
sole, shall, each according to and in respect of bis own 
acts and defaults, be deemed guilty of an offence against 
the Act of 1878. 

(4.) If any person, with a view to unlawfully evade 
or defeat the operation of this Order, by clipping, or 
washing, or in any other manner, takes out, effaces, 
obliterates or removes or attempts to take out, efface, 


obliterate, or remove, any mark on any cattle marked 
by direction of the Privy Council, or by any Regula- 
tion made by a Local Authority under the provisions 
of this Order, or by the conditions of a Licence there- 
under, the person doing the same, and the person 
causing, directing, or permitting the same to be done, 
and the owner of the head of cattle, and the person 
for the time being in charge thereof, shall, each 
according to and in respect of his own nets and defaults, 
be deemed guilty of an offence against the Act of 1878. 

(5.) If a head of cattle is not slaughtered as required 
by this Order, or by any Regulation made by a Local 
Authority under the provisions of this Order, or by the 
conditions of a Licence thereunder, the person failing 
to cause the same to bo so slaughtered shall be deemed 
guilty of an offence against the Act of 1878. 

(6.) If a carcase is moved or is not buried or is not 
destroyed in contravention of any Regulation made by 
a Local Authority under tlic provisions of this Order, 
the owner of the carcase, and the person for the time 
being in charge thereof, and the person causing, direct- 
ing, or permitting the movement, and the person moving 
or conveying the carcase, and the owner and the 
charterer and the master of the vessel in which it is 
moved, and the consignee or other person receiving 
or keeping it, knowing it to have been moved iu 
contravention as aforesaid, and the person failing to 
bury or destroy the carcase, shall, each according to 
and in respect of his own acts and defaults, be deemed 
guilty of an offence against the Act of 1878. 

(7.) If a head of cattle is exposed for sale in or at 
any market, fair, auction, sale-yard, sale, or exhibition, 
in contravention of the conditions of a Licence under 
the provisions of this < rder, the person holding such 
market, fair, auction, sale, or exhibition, and tiie occu- 
pier of the place where the same is held, and the 
owner or consignee of each head of cattle so exposed, 
and the person so exposing the same, and the auctioneer, 
if any, or other person conducting a sale at such market, 
fair, auction, sale-yard, sale, or exhibition, and the 
person (if any) taking entrance money or other payment 
for admission thereto, and the purchaser thereat of any 
animal so exposed iu contravention of such Licence, 
sach last-mentioned person or such purchaser knowing 
the bead of cattle to be exposed for sale in contraven- 
tion as aforesaid, shall, each according to and in respect 
of his own acts and defaults, bo deemed guilty of an 
offence against the Act of 1878. 

(8.) If any person with a view to unlawfully evade 
or defeat the operation of this Order allows a head of 
cattle to stray, he shall ha deemed guilty of an offence 
against the Act of 1 878.

— Rosin, seven parts ; oil of turpentine, two parts ; and 
blue or red ochre, one part ; melted and used warm ; by 
and at the expense of the owner, consignee, or other 
person exposing or in charge of the cattle ; or by any 
Officer of the Corporation of Dublin, or his authorized 
agent, at the expense of such owner, consignee, or 
other person exposing or in charge of the cattle. 

Cleansing and Disinfection of the Metropolitan 
Market. 

16. (1.) The Metropolitan Market shall be cleansed 
and disinfected, either on each day on which it is used, 
and after it has been used, or at some time not later 
than G o'clock in the evening of the day before it is 
again to be used. 

(2.) The Metropolitan Market shall be cleansed and 
disinfected ns follows : 

(L) All parts of the market with which animals or 
their droppings have come in contact shall be scraped 
and swept, and the scrapings and sweepings, and all 
dung, sawdust, litter, and other matter, shall be 
effectually removed therefrom ; then 

(ii.) Tlie same parts of the market shall be 
thoroughly washed or scrubbed or scorned with water ; 
then 

(iii.) The same parts of the market shall have 
applied to them a solution of a disinfectant approved 
on behalf of the Veterinary Department of the Privy 
Council Office. 

(3.) The scrapings and sweepings of the market, and 
all dung, sawdust, litter, and other matter removed 
therefrom, shall forthwith be well mixed with quick- 
lime, and be effectually removed from contact with 
animals. 
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Regulations as to Lairs. Restriction on Burial or Destruction of Carcases. 

Licences for Lairs. 21. — (i.) No carcase nor any portion thereof shall 


17. — (i.) No yard, shed, nr other place shall be used 
as a lair unless it shall have been licensed for the 
purpose by the Lord Lieutenant. 

(ii.) A lair shall not ho used for any cattle branded 
or liable to be branded under Article 6 of this Order. 

Ci earning and Disinfection of Lairs. 

18. (1.) Any place licensed os a lair shall be 
cleansed and disinfected either on each day on which 
it is used, and after it lias been used, or at some other 
time not later than 12 o’clock at noon of the next 
day following, unless the following day is Sunday, 
and then of the Monday following, and in either case 
before it is again used. 

(2.) Sueli place shall be cleansed and disinfected 
as follows : 

(i.) All parts of such place with which animals or 
their droppings have come in contact shall be sex-aped 
and swept, and the scrapings and sweepings, and 
all dung, sawdust, litter, and other mutter shall he 
effectually removed therefrom; then 

(ii.) The same parts of such place shall bo thoroughly 
washed or scrubbed or scoured with water ; then 
(iii.) Tho same parts of such place shall have 
applied to them a coating of limewash in which a 
disinfectant approved on behalf of the Veterinary 
Department of the Privy Council Office has been mixed, 
in the proportion of one pint of such disinfectant to 
four gallons of limewash. 

(3.) The scrapings and sweepings of such place, and 
all dung, sawdust, litter, and other matter removed 
therefrom, shall forthwith bo well mixed with quick- 
lime, and lie effectually removed from contact with 
animals. 

Cattle Excepted from OnDF.r.. 

19. The provisions of Articles G to 12 of this Order 
shall uot affect — 

(i.) Cattle brought from a place outside the Scheduled 
Districts, not being cither a place infected with 
Pleuro-pnemnonia or a place in a district scheduled 
on account of Pleuropneumonia under any other 
Order in Council, and which had not been moved to 
such place from the Scheduled Districts, and which 
are moved direct to the port of Dublin for ex] lor- 
tation, provided that such cattle are shipped on the 
day of their arrival at the port, or if not so shipped 
are rested only in a lair licensed by the Lord 
Lieutenant, and are exported within twenty-four hours 
after the day of their arrival. 

(ii.) Cattle imported from Great Britain with tho 
consent of tho Lord Lieutenant, and moved direct 
from the place of landing to a place outside the 
Scheduled Districts ; 

(iii.) Such other cattle as may under exceptional 
circumstances be exempted with the cousent of tho 
Lord Lieutenant subject to such conditions as may 
be deemed expedient. 

Regulations as to Carcases. 

Restriction on Removal of Carcases. 

20. — (L) No carcase nor any portion thereof shall 
he x*emoved out of or from any premises situate in 
the Scheduled Districts and which are used for cattle 
branded, or which are liable to he branded under 
Article G of this Order, otherwise than in accordance 
with the following provision (that is to say) : 

(ii.) A carcase or any portion thereof may bo 
removed out of or from any such premises with a 
Licence of an Inspector or other person authorized by 
the Loi'd Lieutenant to grant suoh licence. 
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be buried or destroyed m or on any premises situate 
in the Scheduled Districts and which are used for 
cattle branded, or which are liable to be branded 
under Article G of this Order, otherwise than in ac- 
cordance with the following provision (that is to say) : 
(ii.) A carcase or any portion thereof may lie buried 
or destroyed in or on any such premises with the 
permission in writing of an Inspector or otlior person 
authorized by the Lord Lieutenant to grant such 
licence. 

Carcases of Cattle Affected with Pleuro- Pneumonia. 

22. — (i) The carcase of every head of cattle in or 
on any premises in tlm Scheduled Districts that was 
when it died or was slaughtered affected with Pleuro- 
pneumonia shall lie dealt with in such manner as the 
Lord Lieutenant may direct, and not otherwise. 

(ii.) The provisions of Article 23 of the Pleuro- 
puemnouia (Ireland) Order of 1890 shall not apply 
to any carcase in or on any premises within tho 
Scheduled Districts. 

Saving for Insl-ectous and other Officers. 

23. Nothing in this Order shall bo deemed to affect 
tho action of an Inspector or other person specially 
authorized by the Lord Lieutenant, in dealing with 
outbreaks of PI euro-pneumonia, ami this Order shall 
not apply to or interfere with the movement of cattle 
or carcases or tins burial or destruction of carcases 
moved or buried or destroyed under tho direction or 
iu charge of such Inspector or person. 

Regulations as to Certificates, Consents, and 
Licences. 

24. — (i.) The person granting a movement licenco 
under this Order shall forthwith send a copy of such 
licence to the Clerk of tho Council, Veterinary 
Department, Privy Council Office, Dublin Castle. 

(il) A consent or licence for movement granted 
under this Order is not available except when 
accompanied by the certificate on which it is granted. 

(iii.) The person granting a movement licence under 
this Order, shall, for the identification of each certifi- 
cate produced to him, mark the same by signing his 
name thereon, with tho date of tho production thereof 
to him. 

(iv.) Tho person granting such movement licence 
shall deliver the certificate produced to him wliou so 
marked, with the licence, to tho poison receiving 
the licence from him. 

(v.) Every consent, movement lioenco, and certifi- 
cate granted under the provisions of this Order, shall, 
after tho expiration of the. period for which such con- 
sent or licence ia available, he delivered with nil prac- 
ticable speed by the owner or person in charge of the 
cattle moved, at tho nearest police station of tho 
division or district in which the place wliuro tho cattle 
were moved under such consent or licence is situate. 


Offences. 

25. — (1.) If a public sale of cattle is held in contra- 
vention of thus Order or of tho conditions of a licenco 
of the Lord Lieutenant tlioreunder, the person or com- 
pany holding the salo, and the occupier of the place 
or form or premises where the. sale is liold, anil the 
owner or consignee of each head of cattle exposed 
thereat, and the person exposing the same thereat, 
and the auctioneer, if any, or other person conducting 
the sale, and the person, if any, taking entrance- 
money or other payment for admission thereto, and 
the purchaser thereat of any head of cattle, such 
last-mentioned person or such purchaser knowing the 
sale to be held in contravention as aforesaid, shall,, 
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■fliwli according to luul in respect of liis or then- own 
acts ami defaults, l»o doomed guilty of an offence 
against tlio Act of 1878. 

(2.) If a head of cnttlo is exposed at the Metropoli- 
tan Market iii contravention of this Order the owner, 
or consignee, or person in chargo of each such head of 
cattle exposed tliormt, and the person exposing the 
samo thereat, and the parson conducting the sale there- 
at, shall each according to uud in respect of his or 
their own acts or defaults, he doomed guilty of an 
offence, against the. Act of 1878. 

(3.) II a head of cattle is moved iu contravention of 
this Order, or of the conditions of a consent or 
movement licence thereunder, the owner of the head of 
cattle, and the person for the time being in charge 
thereof, and the person causing, directing, or permitting 
the movement, and the person moving or convoying the 
head of cattle, and tlio consignee or other person 
receiving or keeping it, knowing it to have been moved 
iu eoutinventiim ns aforesaid, shall eaeh according to 
and in respect of his own arts and defaults he 
deemed guilty of an offence against tlio Aet of 1878. 

(4-.) If an owner or person in charge of cattle lieing 
moved, where under this Order a consent or move- 
ment licence or certificate are necessary, fails to 
deliver such consent or licence and certificate at a polico 
station or other place, as required by this Order, or 
fails to give any notice which ho is required to give 
by this Order, lie shall he doomed guilty of an 
offence against the Ant of 1878. 

(5.) If a head of cattle is not marked or branded, and 
kept branded, as required by this Order, the owner 
or occupier of the lands, premises, or other place on 
which tlio head el' cattle is, the owner or person iu 
chargo of the samo, tlio owner, consignee, or other 
pci-son exposing the same, and the person for the time 
being in chargo thereof, and the purchaser tlievcof, 
and the person or company holding the sale, and the 
auctioneer, if any, or other person conducting the sale, 
shall, each according to and in respect of liis or their 
own acts and defaults, he deemed guilty of an offence 
against the Act of 1878. 

(G.) If any person, by clipping or washing, or iu 
any other manner takes out, effaces, or obliterates, 
or attempts to take out, efface, or obliterate, any 
mark branded on a head of cattle, us required by 
this Oilier, tlio person doing the same, and the per- 
son causing, directing, or permitting the same to bo 
done, and the. owner of the head of cattle, and tlio 
person for {lie time being iu chargo thereof, shall, 
each according to anil in respect of In's own acts and 
defaults, be dumuoil guilty of an offence against the 
Act of 1878. 

(7.) If a luaul of cattle is not slaughtered or ex- 
ported us required by this Order, the person failing to 
cause the same to ho shiughtere.il or exported shall bo 
deemed guilty ef an offence against the Aet of 1878. 

(8.) If a lair is used in contravention of any of the 
provisions of this Order, the owner ami the lessee and 
the occupier, or any other person using or causing or 
directing or jiormittiug the use of such lair ns a place 
of ii>st for animals each according to and in respect 
of his or their own acts, shall Iki deemed to he guilty 
of nil offence against tlio Aet of 1878. 

(0.) If anything is done or omitted to ho done, in 
contravention of any of the. provisions of this Order 
as regards cleansing and disinfection, tlio owner and 
the lessee mid the occupier of any piano iu respect of 
which tile same is done or omitted, each according to 
luul in respect of his or their own acts or omissions, 
shall he doomed guilty of an offence against tlio Act 
of 1878. 

(10.) If a carcase is removed in contravention of 
this Order, or is buried or destroyed in contravention 
of this Order, or of tlio conditions of a Licence there- 
under, tlio owner of the carcase, aud the person for 
tlio time Isiing in clmrgo thereof, and the person 
causing, directing, or permitting the removal or burial 
or destruction, aud the person removing or con- 


voying the cavcase or burying or destroying the 
same, and the consignee or other person receiving or 
keeping it, knowing it to have been removed in con- 
travention as aforesaid, and tlio person burying or 
destroying the carcase shall, each according to and in 
respect ot liis own acts and defaults, lie deemed guilty 
of an offence against the Act of 1878.
